: TEXT OF THE COVENANT. 
- London, Feb. la 

The text of the League of Nations Covenant is official. 
ly published. , . 

The preamble ‘states: In order to promote internation. _ 
al co-operation and secure international peace and security 


by the acceptance of obligations not by resort to war, by . 


prescription of open, just and honorable relations between 
nations, by the firm establishment of understandings of in- 
ternational law as the actual rulé of condact amang Govern- 
“Mente, and by the maintenance of just and scrupulous 
respect of all treaty obligations in dgalings of organised 
peoples with one another, the Powers signatory to this 
Corenant adopt this Constitation of the League of Nations.” 

' The opening articles declare that action of the corenant- 
ing -parties shall be effected through meetings of repre 
eontative delegates at atated intervals at the seat of the 
League or elsewhere, and through meetings of the Exeou- 
tive Council and permanent Intemational Secretariat at 
the seat of the League at more frequent intervals. Each 
contracting party at the meetings of delegates has one, 
vote, but not more than three representatives. The Execu- 
tive Conncil consists of representatives of the United States, 
the British Empire, France, Italy, Japan and four other 
States who may be selected by the delegates. The Council 
meetings shall be held at least once annually at the seat 
of the League or elsewhere. ~ 

Any ‘matter within the sphere of action of the League 
or affecting the world’s peace may be dealt with at sich 
moctings. Invitations shall be sent to any Power to attend 
the Council. meetin whersat matters directly affecting its 
interests will be discussed, No décision js birding unless 
such invitation is extended. The President of the United 
States shal! summon the first meeting of representative dele 
Bates and the Executive Council. 

Article seven lays down that admission to the League 
of States which are not signatories to the Covenant re- 
quires the assent of not lesa than two thirds of the States 
in the body of the delegates. and shall be limited ta fully 
self-coverniny countries, including dominions and colonies. 

“Article cight states that the high contracting partes 
recognise the principle that the maintenance of peace 
requires reduction of nagional armaments to the lowest point 
consistent with national safety and enforcement by common 
action of international obligations, having special resard 
to the geographical situation and circumstances of each 
State; and the Executive Council shall formulate plans 
effecting auch reduction. -The Executive Council sha‘l also 

ideratiog and action of the. several 
Governments what rilitary equipment and armament would 
be fair and reasonable in proportion to the scale of forces 
Isid down in the programm= of disarmament. and these 
limits, When adopted, shall nos be eXceeded without permis- 
sion of Executive Council, .The high contracting parties 
agree that the private manufacture of munitions and im- 
plements of war lends itseli to grave objections and direct 
the Executive Council to advise how the evil effects attend- 
ant on stch manufacture can be prevented, due regard 
being paid to the recessiti tes which are urable 
to manufacture of themselves the munitions and implements 
of war necessary for their safety. :

Article twelve. «aya that the high contracting parties 
reserve the righ’ to take action deemed wive and € 
to safeguard peace. Each of the high contra-t rar 
ia entitled to draw the League's attention ro circumstances 
Neely to affect intemationa! Peace or good understanding» 
whereon Peace depends. The high contracting parties 
F5ree in No case to resort to war without previously cubmit- 
ung unadjustable disputes to arbitration or enquiry by the 
Executive Council, ard until three months after the award 
by the arbitrators or recommendation by the Execuzive 
Council, and will not even then resort to war agdinst a 
member of the League which complies with such award or 
recommendation. The award of the arbitrators shall be 
made within reasonable time and the Executive Council’s 
tecommendation shall be made within six months after the 
submission of the dispute. The Court of Arbitration shall 
be a Court agreed on by the disputants. The high contracting 
parties agree to carry out in full good faith any award. 
Tf the award is not carried ont the Executive Council shall 
propose the best steps to give a effect thereto. 

Provision is made for the establishment of a permanent 
Court of International Justice which shall be competent to 
Gatermine any matter ‘submitted for arbitration. If dispute 
should arise between members of the league which is likely 
to lead to rupture and which is not submitted to arbitration, 
the high contracting parties agree to refer the matter to 
the Executive Council, and the parties concerned shall 
‘promptly furnjsh statements of their case. Arrangements 
are made for publication of the nature of the dispute and 
terms of settlement and.appropriate explanations where 
settlement is effected. If the dispute be unsettled the 
Council shal} publish all necessary facts in explanation and 
recommendations which the Council think just for the settle- 
ment. If this report is unanimously agreed by the Council 
other than the dispateate, the Bigh * niracting parties

mendation. If any party refuse to comply the Council shall 
propose the measures necessary to give effect to the recom 
mendations ; but if no such ananimous report can be reach- 
ed, majority and minority statementa and recommendations 
shaJl be issued and provision made for reference by the 
Executive Council of the dispute to the representative dele- 
gater. who are thereupon vested with Executive Council power.

The high contracting parties. agree that non- 
member States shall be’ invited to accept the obligations 
of membership of the League for purposes of the dispute. 
The Executive Counei] shall thereupon immediately institute 
inquiry into the circumstances and merits of the dispute 
and recommend the most desirable action. Should a non 
member Power refuse to accept the obligations of member 
ship and take action against a member of the League,. 
which in the case of a member of the League would con- 
stitute a breach of Article 19, then the provisions of Article 
16 are applicable against the State taking such action. If 
both disputants decline to accept the obligations of mem- 
‘bership for the purposes of theit dispate the Executive 
Council may take steps to Prevent hostilities and bring 
about a settlement of the dispute, 

Ts is laid down that the League is entrusted with 
seneral supervision of trade in arms and ammunition with 
‘countries wherein the control of this trafic is necessary. 

Article nineteen deals with “colonies and territories ° 
which in consequence of the late war have ceased to be 
under the sovereignty of States formerly governing them 
and which are inhabited by peoples not yet able to stand 
by themselves under the strennous conditions of the modern 
world. The principle should be applied that the well-being 
and development of such peoples form 2 sacred trust for 
civilisation and securities for the performance of this trust

~" the foreign trade of the United 
States in’ the year. just ended, 
and the calendar year 1918 
seams likely to make anather 
“high racord™. A compilation 
by the National City Bank of 
Now York estimating the trade 
of the full year. based upon the 
figures thus far available puts 
the total imports at approxi- 
mately $3,100,000,000, and the 
total’ exparts at Appr ximately 
$6,200,000,000, thus estimating the 
_ - year's total trade® at approximate- 
iy $9,300,000,000 against $9,185,- 
000,000 in 1917, the former high 
record year, The ‘excess of ex- 
ports over imports will-approxi- 
mate $2,000,000,000 and the 
aggtegate excess of exports over 
imports for the 436 years of war 
exceed $11,000,000,000 or 
‘more than that of the forty 
years proceeding the war. The 
trade with Europe shows a heavy 
fall in imports and 2& slight 
decline in exports, for Europe has 
now little to spare, of the class 
. of merchandise which it formerly 
sent to the-United States. ‘The 
total of imports from Enrope for 
the calendar 1918 will 
approximate 0 
against $550,000,000 in 191T and 
$900,000,000 in 1912. Even ex- 
ports to Europe will show a
